This  miniature  was  owned  by  an  officer  who  served  in  the 
wars  under  Napoleon,  and  tvhose  affection  for  the  E}nperor 
was  so  great  that  he  had  the  miniature  mounted  in  a  pocket 
memorandum  book,  that  lie  might  always  have  the  portrait  of 
his  beloved  Emperor  -.i<ith  him.  He  resided  in  London  in 
the  early  part  of  the  last  century.  Becoming  financially  onbar- 
rassed,  he  solicited  a  loan  from  Dr.  Ely,  thoi  visiling  London, 
and  placed  this  miniature  in  his  hands  as  security,  never 
being  able  to  redeem  it.  ft  passed  into  the  possession  of  Dr. 
Ely,  a?id  is  noiv  sold  by  his  daughter,  tvho  inherited  it  from  his 
estate.

by  the  Said  Stuart  to  his  friend,  the  above  named  William  Bam- 
brough  on  the  occasion  of  a  visit  to  the  Stuart  Studio  early  in 
the  19th  Century,  that  the  portrait  was  never  framed  by  the  said 
Banibrough,  that  the  Canvas  was  somewhat  reduced  in  size  by  the 
wife  of  the  above  named  E.  R.  Hill,  who  also  framed  it  in  the 
present  frame,  that  the  portrait  was  handed  down  from  Banibrough 
to  his  step-son  E.  R.  Hill,  and  by  him  to  his  son,  the  aforesaid 
John  B.  Hill,  the  previous  husband  of  this  deponent,  and  further 
deponent  sayeth  not.
